Neither areghe King's Miniſters, Magiſtrates, Fuſtices, Furies, 
and H/imeſſes, nay, the Kmg himſelf one jot more reſpectfully 
handled in Bal/dwm's two Parts of the No- Proteſtant Plot ; and the 
Scandals run through ftromone end to the other. 

Taneway ( inhis ſtrange Lig 9s Hicks's Hall ) calls the 
Middleſex fuſtices, Adulterers, e-mongers, Swearers, Drunk- 
ards, Cheats, Pag. 6. and faneway agaim. in his 'Ignoramus 
Fuſtices ( but of the other day ) takes upon him to Arraign and 
Dcclare Law, and to Juggle the People into a Miſun- 
deritanding and Contempr of all thoſe wholſome Statutes which 
the Wiſdom of our Fore-Fathers hath provided for the Securi 
of the Protefl ant Religion, and the Peace of the Kingdom : With this 
Sawcy Reflection upon the Bench in the very Title Page [ Some 
Diretions to the Officers that may be Threatned, or Perſwaded to Aft 
ſuch Unwarrantable Orders from ſuch IGNORAMUS TJUSTE 
CES. | 

It is the Opinion of Men well vers in the Trade of Book- 
Selling, that there has not been fo little as 30000 Ream of Pa- 
per ſpent upon this Seditious Subject , in this Late Liberty of 
the Preſs. Bur Iſhall ſtop here, with an Humble Recommenda- 
tion of the whole Mattcr to the Right Honourable your Lord- 
ſhip, and to the Right Worſhipfiul the Aldermen your Brethren, 
I ſhall not need ro ſuggeſt that the Government of the City can

I need not mind your Lordſhip of the 
Agreement betwixt the Paſt and Preſent Degrees, Methods and Pre- 
znces of Proceeding, betwixt rheir*Gedly Party, and ow True Prote- 
fants, fally fo called ; nay,l have heard of the ſame Faces now at 
work again , under the ſame Vizors. It is not a thing forgotten, 
thar when the fear of Tyranny was pretended , the very Pre- 
tenders to thoſe Fears exerciſed the moſt Barbarous Tyranny in 
Nature , themſelves; nor was there ever fo Baſe and Scanda- 
lus a Vaſſallage , as that which the unwary Multitude drew up- 
on themſelves under the hope of Liberty. The apprehenfions 
of Popery Vaniſhed in the Deltruction of the Canomcal Clergy ; 
the ſetting up of a Preaching Mmiſtry concluded in the Piam- 
dermg, . Ejettimg, Sequeſtring, &c. All the Or:bodox and Loya! Dt- 
vmes of the dom ; turning the Churches into/Stables, and 
ſipplying the Pulpits with Red-Coats and Mechanicks; Contecra- 
ing at laſt , the Pretended Purity of the Goſpel with the moſt Un- 
chriſtian Outrages of a Barbarous Sacrilege. A Tory is the Name

Having here laid before your Lordſhip both the Qual:'y of 
the Crimes ſiiggeſted , and the Names of ſeveral of the Crint- 
wals; and all of them Perſons too, within the reach of vour 
Command : It is not fo much LEFrange , as the Common Voice of 
an Injur'd Government and Perple that makes this Application. 

But 1 am further to repreſent to your Lordſhp, that at the 
ftme time ; while thete Libellous Papers and Agents go Scot- 
tee, the Authors and Pybliſhers of othcr Books and Papers , 
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whoſe Buſineſs is on'y to vindicate the Government. from the 
Forgeries, Calumnies, Malice and Sedition of the Dayly Libels 
of Care, Curtis , faneway , Baldwin, &C. are Preſented, and the 
Bills fund ; as Mrs Brome particularly , for the Ob/erwator, by a 
a C.rtain .Grand Jury, who , according, to their Oath , could 
neither /ce , nor begr of any thing on the other hand ; while yer 
at the tame time, almolt every Sraltis cover'd, and every .Cof- 
fee-Huu (4 Unmſbed with News-Papers and Pamphlets ( both Written 
and Printed) of Per/onal Scanual, Schi'm and Trea/im. Bur I ſhall 
now defire vour Eordſhip and vour Right Worſhipful Brethren 
*to take Notice what it is that the Animals of this Age call the 
Kavourmg of Pepery, and the Create of AL wnderjt anding betwixt 
Is 1Miaeity and People.
